IT am writing you personally to acknowledge your letter of 22 February 
1952 and to thank you for your report on the organization and work of 
the Psychological Strategy Board. 

Tt is gratifying to learn from your letter that the Board has 
made real progress toward the development of a concerted, successful 
psychological effort within the Government through the cooperation of 
the Board members and the Government agencies concerned.
